tJ.S. Jews support Kennedy

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13— American 
Jewish groups, disturbed by President 
Jimmy Carter's "pro- Arab stuff*, have 
begun mobilizing for an all-out campaign 
in support of Senator Edward Kennedy's 
bid for the presidency, congressional 
sources said here. 

Hie campaign will indude media 
attacks on Carter for his behind-the- 
scenes'^orts to pressure Israel into eon- 
cessioos on the ^estinian question, the 
sources said. . 

As part of the campaign, tfae New York 
Post will carry a special 19-page sup- 
plement next month — paid for by U.S. 
Jewish organizations — which attacks 
Cartel's smod toward Israel and the Jew- 
ish community. 

The supplement, called ''Carter and the 


Jew", will contain a 16,000- word indict- 
ment of the president'sMiddle EastpoliQr 
and will attenq)t to portray Carter as 
"uti-Semitic", sources said. 

;Tlie supplement js being prepared, 
according to the sources, to “reward" 
Senator Kennedy for his recent pledge of 
fotal support for Israeli policies, delivered 
before Jewish leaders in New York fol- 
lowing his major foreign policy address at 
iGeofgetown Univeirity in Washington. 

' Kennedy’s campaign for the Democra- 
tic presidential nomination is expected to 
receive a large infurion of Jewish finandal 
contributions over the coining weeks, 
sources said. 

Zionist organizations in the United 
States are “furious over Carter's attempts 
to pressure tfae Begin government," one 
source said."They want him out." 


U.S. apologizes to Arabs 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (Agencies) — 
The U.S. State Department has apologized to 
th Arab world for tfae use of the code-name 
“ Abscam" for a major corruption investigat- 
ion into allegations that congressmen took 
bribes from federal agents posing as Arabs. 

Tlie apology Tuesday was issued after 
Arab d4>lomats at the United Nations pro- 
tested against the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation's use of the term, short for "Arab 
Scam." Scam is slang for confidence tridc. 

“The word ‘Abscam' was an internal 
deagnation for wfaat was intended to be an 
unpublidsed investigation,’’ department 
spokesman Hodding Carter said. 

“Certainly the U.S.- government bad no 
inf«witiftfi of iassodating Arab* states or Arabs 
in general with any ioplied criminal activity 
.within tile United States. We very muefa regret 
that unintended publidty that has been ^en 
to ibis caK bas given offense to Arabs or to 
Americans of Arab extraction." 


The term was dearly offensive to Arabs 
anri ''we are apologizing for the offensive 
implications of it," he said. 

On tfae heels of the State Department 
apology came an announcement by former 
Senator James Abourezk that he has formed 
a national American- Arab Anti- 
Discriotination Committee. 

Abourezk said the “Abscam" investigat- 
ion crystallized months of planning by Arab 
Americans for an organization that would 
“put an end to anti-Arab stereotyping." 

“The fact that the FBI chose Arabs rather 
than another etimic group is simply because 
American-Arabs are the last ethnics in 
America who can be demeaned and 
stereotyped without public outcry," the 
senator said. 

Abourezk said the organization's head- 
quarters would be in Washington. Brandies 
would be set up in other parts of the U.S., he 
said.

Informed sources said Rizk, a member of 
the party pdlitburo and former cabinet minis- 
ter, was on his way to the presidential palace 
at Baabda, east Beiiut. 

Bashir Gamayel, military commander of 
rightist forces and son of party leader I^em 
Gemaycl, described the iadnapping as 
extremely serious and threatened to take 
retaliatoicy action. 

“We insider oui ^lves free to take any 
suitable action to sever the hanHi whidi is 
wen known to us, responsiUe for the kidnap- 
ping,” be said in a press statemenL 

The Falangist radio, meanwhile, reported 
that the party poIitburo would be holding an 
emergency sesaoo Wednesday to consider 
the matter. 


Official sources said President Sarkis held 
various contacts in an atteiqn to trace Rizk 
and avert possible repercussions. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister Salim Hoss 
flew to Syria Wednesday to try to ease a strain 
that parked a civil war scare in Lebanon and 
heavy artillery duels near IsraeFs border. 

His mission was beset by an outbreak of 
fresh fighting in northern Lebanon and the 
disappearance of Rizk.

Soviets censured 


RlYADH.Feb. 13 (SPA) — Saudi Arabia 
and Venezuela have jointly condemned the 
Soviet invasion of .Aiighanistan and subse- 
quent occupation of that country, 

in a joint communique issued at the con- 
clusion of Venezuelan President Luis Herr- 
era Campins* visit to the Kingdom, the two 
leaders- supported principles of the United 
Nations and stressed the libeny of e\'ery 
country to achieve its ambitions on the basis 
of equality, mutual respect and non- 
interference in the internal affairs of other 
states. 

In this context, they expressed their con- 
cern over recent events and the flagrant 
Soviet aggression on Afghanistan. 

King Khaled briefed Herrera Campins on 
the resolutions of the recent foreign ministers 
conference in Islamabad which aimed at pro- 
tecting states and conserving their freedom 
and dignity. Herrera Campins expressed his 
appreciation for the positive aspects of the 
resolutions. He said they aid international 
stability and help deter aggression and injus- 
tice as practice by the superpowers against 
smaller ones. 

The two men also agreed that there can be 
no peace in the Middle East without resolving 
the Palestinian problem. Venezuela reiter- 
ated its support of the United Nations resol- 
utions on the Middle East and said the prob- 
lem must be solved in the context of those 
resolutions. 

Both countries said there should be a new 
formula for a world economic order that is 
just to all states of the world. 

During bis twohday visit, Herrera Campins 


held formal talks with King Khaled. Crown 
Prin& FahJ and Prince AMullah. llie lead- 
ers exchunaed \iews on bilaierai relations 
and international affairs. 

The president, representing the Andean 
Pact, expressed that group's wishe.s to 
dex'elop better relations with Saudi .Arabia. 
Herrera Campins reviewed progress made in 
economic integration among the states and 
liberalizing their regimes for greater democ- 
ratic freedoms. 

The .Andean Pact is composed qf Bolivia, 
Colombia. Ecuador and Peru. 

Both cjuniries rejected claims of critics 
that OPEC is to blame for economic disorder. 
The organization is carrying out its respon- 
sibility toward the world's economic order, 
but they called for a new formula to enable 
fairness to all states. The leaders said a bal- 
ance is needed between economiegrowth and 
political stability in developing states. 

International well-being is a collective 
responsibility, they said while appealing to 
the developed states to shoulder their 
responsibilities toward the developing states. 

The two sides stressed the importance of 
supporting OPEC by drawing up piarus for 
pricing, production and policy coordination 
to stren^en its negotiation position. They 
agreed to search for just standards for fixing 
prices of raw materials, finished products and 
technology transfers. 

The two sides expressed their satisfacrion 
about the state of bilateral relations and 
dedded to promote greater cooperation in 
petroleum affairs, exchange tedmological

A few days ago the AI-Rajihi announced 
the opening of the first bank brunch for 
women only. This is long overdue. The banks 
so far have not made provision for the .service 
of women in order to avoid mixing the sexes. 


But ! was surprised when Rajihi announced 
that the bank would offer banking services 
and other transactions like any regular bank, 
which has been the practice of money chan- 
gers over the last few years. 

The surprise stemmed from the fact that 
this is the ^t time that a money changer has 
advertised the fact. 


Bankers have told me that they are very 
concerned that the Saudi Arabian Monetary 
Agency has not yet done much to organize 


the activities of money changers, both to pro- 
tect them and to safeguard the interests of 
customers. Such a system should include, for 
example, the regulation of cash deposits at 
money changers. Regular banks have to 
deposit some of their holdings at SA.MA, 
Some sources estimate the total amount 
deposited at money changers in the billions of 
riyals. 

\Vc know that some banks, notably Riyadh 
Bank, are preparing to open branches for 
women which. I think, is a commendable 
decision. But one wonders for how long the 
money changers will be permitted to carry on 
behaving like banks without regulation and 
control.

Co., were approved for expoit two 
weeks ago, Imt the prappsed sale has stined 
strong oppoation from a pro-Israeli' con- 
gressman, Rep. Jonathan Bingham of New 
York. 

Bingham, ^ong with Rep. Miilicent Fen- 
wick of New Jersey, proteried the granting of 
the export license in a letter, to Presiitent 
Jimii^ Carter Feb. 1. 

. The two representatives tfrged that the 
license be revoked under proridons of the 
Arms Export Control Act, which bans sales 
of U.S. military hardware to countries that 
“repeatedly- provide support, for inter- 
national terrorism.** 

Iraq — along, with Libya, Syria and South 
Yemen — was placed in this category Ian. 8, 
when new Coznmerce Department regulat- 
ions were published, in the official Federal 
Register. 

A CoQuneroe Department spokesoun told 
A/ofr News that the new regulatiom did not 
cover dup engines. But in response to the 
protests of Bingham and Fenwick, the 
department has decided to review the reg- 
. ulations and determine whether they should' 
be “broadened*' to indude sud) engines. 

The qx)kesman denied a New York Tunas 
rq>oR that die export license for the engines, 
valued at-S 11 .2 .million,* had alre^ been 
suqiended by the Commerce D^artment. 

. “There is no need to do that at this point," 
he said. “The engines are not due to be ship- 
ped to Iraq until the end of this year." 

The CotDtnoroe Deponmeat issues export 
licenses after consultations with the State 
Dqiartment and the Pentagon. 

A State Department source said there was 
' no formal mechamsm for determining 
whetiier a country qualified as a “supporter 
of interoational terrorism." 

There is also no formal government pro- 
cedure for removing sudi a country from tiiat 
category, the source said.

TSmos quoted Spanish Foreign Minister Mar- 
celino Orega as ur^ng a “comprehensive 
solution" to the Middle East question. 

He said that Spain prefers that such a solut- 
ion be arranged by fhe United Nations.

ROME, Feb. 13 ( R) — Mil lions of Italian 
workers were to go on strike Wednesday in 
protest against the latest munler by the Red 
Brigades uihan guerrillas. 

Prof. Vittorio Badielet. ;53, a leading 
riaUan magistrate and law proi'essor at Rome 
IJniveisity, was gunned down on the campus 
T*uesday as he left a debate on the subject of 
terrorism. 

He was shot seven times sit point-blank 
rai ige by a young woman aged :about 20. who 
escaped with a bearded youth ir \ a waiting car. 
Ihti Red Brigades later telephoned to claim 
respK>asibility. 

President Sandro Pertini and leading 
politicians of all parties spoke cut against the 
killin g, the Red Brigades' most serious attack 
since they kidnapped and murdered former 
Prenuier Aldo Moro in 1978. 


Prof. Bachelet was vice-president, and 
effective head, of the Supreme Council of die 
Italian Magisirature. He was a Rome dty 
councillor for many years and was a former 
president of Azione Catotica (eattaolie aedon), 
Italy's largest lay catholic organization. 

As such he was a friend of several popes. 
Pope John Paul spoke yesterday of his grief at 
the“trcadierous killing of a dear colleague.'* 

Rome's Communist mayor declared Wed- 
nesday a day of dvic mourning, schools will 
dose for an hour and the trade union federat- 
ions caUed a two-hour general strike across 
the country, extended to four hours in Rome 
itself. 

Shortly after the killing, police cordoned 
off the university campus and demanded 
documents from nearly 4,000 people there.

Colombian army infiltrated by guerrillas 


BOG'OTA, Colombia. Feb. 13 (AP) — 
Membe rs of Colombia's largest rural guer- 
rilla org aiuzation are inriltradng the army, a 
Golombiia army general said in a published 
r^ort. 

. The re volutionary armed force s of Colom- 
bia has ibs guerrillas volunteer foir army duty 
and then disappear with weapons and 
uniforms, said Gen. Luis Enrique Rodriguez 
in his report. Rodriguez, commainder of the 
Colombian army's 9th Brigade,, made his 
comments in the brigade's post ne*wspaper at 
the city of t4eiva in southwest Coliombia. The 
account wa:s reported by Bogota's two largest 
morning daiilies, BI Tiempo and El J Especiador, 
on Tuesday . 

The revoliutionary armed forces of Colom- 
bia has grown from a guerrilla out fit of a few 
dozen men .armed with rusty shotguns and 
machetes 20 years ago toa well-armed, well- 
trained force of at least 2.U0U guorriJlas, the 
army said last year. 

. Rodriguez did not indicate how many 
desertions there have been by gue rrillas who 
infiltrated or flow many weapons o r uniforms 
have been stolen. 

The army newspaper also published an 
article in which the revolutionatry armed 
fpFces was said to be an arm of the Commun- 
ist Party in Colombia, which follows the Mos- 
loow line of Communism. 

The guerrillas themselves ackn pwledged 


more than lOyears ago thatthe revolutionary 
armed forces were organized under the 
auspices of the Colombian Communist Party, 
something the party for many years did not 
deny. 

But in recent years the Communist Party 
has insisted that it has nothing to do with the 
guerrilla organization, wbidi has become an 
increasing problem for the Colombian army. 

The guerrillas every few weeks raid a pro- 
vincial town, kill a few policemen, take their 
weapons, lecture the populace on the aHeged 
evils of the Colombian government and 
sometimes administer revolutionary justice 
by executing people the guerrillas believe to 
be collaborating with the army. The guerrillas 
also kidnap wealthy ranchers and hold them 
for ransom and ambush army patrols. 

In its recent raids the guerrillas have told 
townspeople to vote for communist candi- 
dates in the March 9 municipal elections. 

Colombia has a constitutional democracy, 
but there has been a state of siege in this 
country for 30 of the last 33 years. Power for 
the last half century has been held by either 
the liberal or conservative parties. There is 
little difference between the two. 

In a related development, a Colombian 
radio station said that Richard Starr, an 
American peace corps volunteer kidnapped 
by left wing guerrillas three years ago. has 
been freed.

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa. Feb. 
13 (AP) — Confirmation by Zambia that it 
has purchased $ 85 million of Soviet military 
hardware — including supcr'^mic .MiG-21 
jets — reflects continued Soviet imcreM in 
volatile southern Africa. 

A Zambia government spokesman in 
Lusaka refused to give details of the arm.s 
deals. c.\cept to confirm it- But diplomatic 
sources here said the package involved 
armored cars and personnel carriers ys well as 
Soviet- made tanks. 

The sources said that several hundred 
Zambians are already undergoing iraining in 
the Soviet Union to use and maintain the 
weapons. 

On paper, at least, the MiG-21 is the equal 
of the French-built Mirage jets flown by 
Soutfi Africa, the current military juggcm.nut 
of the region. The Zambians already have 
about half a dozen F-6 jet fighters, the 
Qiinese-built version of the older .MiG- 19 
Soviet jeb. 

The diplomats indicated that the arms deal 
was first negotiated before a British- 
sponsored cease-fire took effect in neigh- 
boring Rhodesia, which inflicted a series of 
humiliating cross-border raids against Zam- 
bia during the bloody, seven-year guerrilla 
war. Zambia has provided havens for black 
nationalist guerrillas attacking Rhodesia. 

President Kenneth Kaunda's ill-equipped 
military force proved almost helpless in at 
least 23 Rhodesian air and ground raids into 
his country. 

The most calling attacks involved the 
“green leader" incident and a commando 
raid on the Lusaka home of NationalLsi Guer- 
rilla Irader Joshua Nkomo. who has used 
Zambia as a base for his insurgents. 

During a Rhodesian air raid on alleged 
guerrilla posts last February. Rhodesian war- 
planes circled over Lusaka International air- 
port to keep Zambian warplanes grounded. 
Led by a pilot code-named "green leader''. 


the Rhodesians took control tif all airiraffic. 
.At one point, a Kenyan airline pilot asked 
who was ill charge. Fhc Lusaka lower 
responded, "I think (he Rlu'Hlesians are.*' 
i'hen. in .April. Rhodesian comnurnjos 
drov'e 100 kilometers from the Rbcdesjyri 
border into Lusaka ibeif and destroyed 
Nkomo's suburban home.

For land-io^ed Zambki. whose cennomy 
has been shuttered by the war and internal 

mismangement woc-s. it will be h.ird-prcssej 
to pay fur the weapons. 

Although Rhodesi.m guerrillas inside 
Zambia have received aid and training from 
Soviet bloc udvis«.irs. mostly Hast GermaDs. 
say diplomatic sources, the Zambian gov- 
ernment hu5> maintaineil a largely non- 
aligned position in the East- West struggle for 
influence. 

The arms purcha.se. however, could push 
Zambia closer to the Soviet cimp, say dip- 
lomatic sources. Zambia will prc^ably 
depend on Soviet good will for supplies of 
Sparc parts for the equipment and will prob- 
ably need some lechnician-.idvisers inside the 
country to help serivee the .\liC.i-2 1 jets. The 
East German Defense .Minister. Gen. Heinz 
Hoffman, visited Zambia last year and pri'ini- 
ised assistance to Kaunda. without going into 
details.

“The two decades ahead of us may be 
fateful fo >r mankind." Brandt dedareid in the 
report. H(e said improving relations iMtween 


rich and poor nations is “the greatest sodal 
challenge of our time.'' 

“The search for solutions is not act of 
benevolence, but a condition of mutual sur- 
vival," the report said. 

In return for massive economic aid to 
underdeveloped countries of tile third world, 
the report said that oil-produdng nations 
should guarantee steady supplies with more 
predictable and gradual price increases for 
the industrialized nations. There would also 
have to be intense energy conservation. 

Heath told the news conference that the 
world's total military expenditure is now 
approaching $4 50 billion a year — more than 
half of which is spent by the United States and 
the Soviet Union. If only a fraction of this 
were diverted to development, he said. Third 
World prospects would be much improved. 

Hea^ said he agreed with the rq>ort's sug- 
gestion rejecting the use erf force tosaff^uari 
vital oil supplies for the Wesieni world. 


■ “If you use force you will lose the oil sup- 
plies," he said. “There is no doubt the 
moment force is used, people at the receiving 
end will cut off the oil supplj^." 

The London Times tuid; 7%e Gtiordian in 
lengthy editorials Wednesday generally 
praised the economic report of the inter- 
national coaunission headed by Brandt cal- 
ling for urgent cooperation between indus- 
trialized and develi^ing nations. 

The Times said that as a description of the 
problems that faced the world and a warning 
of what could happen if “we fail to respond, 
the report can hardly be faulted." 

“It ought to become one of the basic 
documents of the decade," the newspaper 
observed. 

It asked whether the repc.*! would adiieve 
anything and said, “the biggest hope, 
perhaps, is that ^obal and national percept- 
ions will come together on the simple issue of 
survival."

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BEFORE IT IS TOO LATE 


The worst inddeat of Israeli aggressioa against the holy 
places in the occupied West Bank was the attempted burning 
of the Dome of the Rock in Jerusalem in 1969. The inddeat, 
shocking as it was, was by no means the last. Every year, 
Jewish extremists attempt to enter it by force on certain religi- 
ous feasts, the Muslim worshippers tiy to stop them, and the 
police have to intervene. In addition, and under the pretext of 
archeological investigations, the foundations of the Dome are 
ceaselessly uoderaiined by the Israeli authorities. 

Attacks on Muslim and Qiristian places of worship on the 
West Bank have reached epidemic propordons recently. An 
Orthodox priest from Bir Yakoub lost his life in one of them. 
Churches as well as mosques have been repeatedly vandal- 
ized, with the fanatical elements who carry such acts proudly 
daiming responsibility for them in their publications. That 
there is no exaggeration for propaganda purposes here is 
^own by the reports in the Israeli press, as in theJeFusalem 
Post in its Feb. 4 issue, or Yet^ AJtronoi Sunday. 

The leaders of the Christian community in Jerusalem and 
the West Bank, as well as those in the lands occupied in 1948, 
have addressed an appeal to the United Nations on the fifth of 
this month, asking it to intervene to protect the Christian 
places of worship. The Muslim community, whidi saw a part 
of the Tomb of Ibrahim being sealed off against Muslim 
worshippers and given over to Jewish worship, are now afraid 
that this is only the beginning of a process whidi will end in 
their total exclusion. 

It is surprising in view of all this that the international 
communitiy appears to be paying little heed to what is hap- 
pening to the mosques, churches, monastries and other religi- 
ous places in the occupied territories. A first step to arouse it 
to its responsibilities must be the formation of an Arab 
Islamic-Christian plan of action to ensure world pressure 
against the Israeli fanatics and their main supporter and abet- 
tor, the Israeli leadership itself. Unless this is done quickly, the 
danger is that many of the places held holy by Islam and 
Christianity will meet the horrif 3 ring fate of the Jaffa Mosque 
and the Muslim burial ground adjacent to it, when the former 
ivas turned into a liandng hall and the latter was obliterated 
Sind a hotel complex erected on the site. 





‘U.S. can no longer dare neglect Palestine issue’

The advent of a new year, and particulariy a new 
decade, should be the occasion for boldly confront- 
ing the more unpleasant aspects of reality. 

For a long while, Americans have been bemused 
by comforting thoughts of detente. It is a fuay 
foreign word no one understands, bnt whidi many 
have interpreted to mean that if Americans would 
only treat the Soviets with courte^ and friendli- 
ness. diey would respond in tiie same way. 

Recent events have made it dear that, even when 
^a^l^ing blandly of cooperation, the Russians still 
habitually lurk in the budies ready to pounce cm any 
target of opportunity that comes by. 

Let us, therefore, begin the new decade \rith the 
solemn recc^nidon that there are certain minimum 
ambitions Americans dare not let the Soviet Union 
or its surrogates achieve. 

Obviously, a Soviet attack on Western Europe 
would mean war, but there are also lesser actions 
that would require the UJS. to respond. One would 
be a renewed drive by Ae North Koreans into SouA 
Korea during Ae current period of political disar- 
ray. AnoAer would be a Vietnamese invasiem of 
Thailand; if America Ad not go to Thailancfs 
defense in accordance wiA its treaty commitments, 
it would be so disaedited throughout Asia that 
even Ae Japanese might reconsider Aeir reliance 
on Ae U.S. security treaty. 

AnoAer unacceptable target would be Yugos- 
lavia, vAose leader is now ^fating to recuperate 
from serious illness and leg anqmtation . Thooi^ Ae 
Soviets would like nothing better Aan to put an end 
to Ae Yugoslav heresy, Ae Western democracies 
could not permit Aem to establish Ae Red army on 
Ae Adriatic. 

Ihese items by no means oonstiAte an all- 
indusive list (tf areas Americans would be forced, in 
Aeir vital interests, to deny to Moscow. In fact, 
apart from an attack on Western Enrope, Ae most 
tbeatening challenge would be a Soviet effort to 
gain control of Ae Gulf. Since half of Ae woricTs ofl 
moves Aiough Ae Gulf, it is, m a very real sense, 
Ae worid's coronaiy artery. 

It is in this context Aat we must consider Ae 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. Had it occurred two 
years ago, Americans would have been angered but 
not greatly concerned, since Aey had not yet gotten 
into a tussle over Pakistan's nudear ambitions, U.S. 
relations wiA Ae Zia government erf Pakistan were 
stUl reasonably Mendly; Iran was under Ae Shah's 
apparently firm rule, and Ae United States 
appmnted him as Ae protector of Western interests 
in Ae entire Gulf area. 

Today Ae Soviet doud over Ae Near Eastern sky 
seems darkly ominous largely because events of Ae 
past 18 months have gravely weakened America’s 


position. Acasecan be madeAatAeSoviet^ move 
was primarily defensive (Aey did not want an unst- 
able regime on Aeir borders), or tiiat Aey blun- 
dered into committing far more force than they 
intended. But neiAer (explanation seems compe- 
letely plausible. The invasion was bound to set off 
an outcry around Ae world, and it is hard to believe 
Aat Ae Soviets would have accepted Ae high polit- 
ical costs involved in Aeir Afj^im ^entore, wei« 
Aey not speculating on Ae high stakes Aey might 
win by exploiting current opporAnities. 

What are Aose stakes? The fact Aat Pakistan is 
weak would presumably offer only an mcrementaJ 
inducement The most likely attraction is Ae 
chance Aat Aey mi^t gain infi ne noa in the Gulf 
area by picking up Ae pieces of a disintegrating 
Iran. 

Today Iran is threatened all around its border by 
Ae separatist aspirations of ethnic groups; Ae 
Kurds, Ae Azedbaijaini, the Arabs in Ae o£l^ 
producing regions of Kbuzistan, Ae Turkoman in 
Ae north and Ae Baludii in Ae east Of Aose 
dis^eexed groups, Ae Baludiis are. from Ae 
Soriet pewt of view, Ae most interestingly situated. 
Balud^tan, Ae traditional home of Ae various 
Balucfa tribes, consists of parts of Afghanistan, 
Pakistan and eastern Iran. It stretdies all Ae way 
down to Ae Indiao Ocean. 

By gaining control of Afghanistan. Ae Soviets 
are, Aerefore, strategically placed to encourage Ae 
Baluchis to revolt not o^y against Pakistan but 
against Iran, and particu^y its strategic southern 
area. One can probably riile out any outright Soviet 
inilitary move; Aat wouId.be too likely to evoke an 
American response. But, if a Soriet-su{^rted 
leader of Ae Baludiis were to announce Ae establ- 
ishment of an antonomous rqmblic, Ae Soviets 
might respond to his call for he^, faithfuDy follow- 
ing Ae contrived scenario already acted out m 
Aghanistan. 

A friendly Baluchistan could be nsehil to the 
Soriets since it would extend their ^nenceall the ■ 
way to Ae Indian Ocean; but it is a mountainous 
territory unsuhed to conventional military opera- 
tions. Thus, one might expect Ae Soriets to by to 
capitalize on Aeir new position in Afghanit an in 
quite different ways. The sou A west tip ^ Afghanis- 
tan is, for example, only 300 miles from the vital 
Straits of Hormuz and an airfield ioi that area could 
improve Russia's ability to tiueaten Ae interrup- 
tion of Ae Wesfs oil supplies. 

Whatever Aeir detail^ tactical thinldiig, control 
of Afghanistan should enhance Soviet ability to 
subvert Iranians and Aus in^ircive Ae chances Aat 
Ae coup that ultimately rq>laoes Ae curreiit anar- 
dhy will come from Ae Mosopw^orchesbated left. 
By implanting Aeir power on Ae eastern as welLas 
Ae norAern border of Iran, Ae Soviets would not 
only enhance Aeir ability to exploit diaos, A^ 
would intenafy the daustrophobia already felt u 
states on Ae western side of Ae Gulf. Those states 
now find Aemselves caught m what appears to be a

At that time, 
Aey ^reed, in d^erenoe to Ae so-called “hfixon 
Doctrine,” that Ae United States would not flO Ae 
power vacuum created by Ae BritiA whhdrawal 
from Ae Gulf, but xvould instead entrust Ae protec- 
tion of Ae area to Ae £Aah. He was quite wiling to 
undertake tiiat role, bnt on Ae ocmdition that he be 
given Ae unrestric^ right to buy unlimited quan- 
tities of Ae most sophisticated weapons in our 
arsenaL to which Nixon agreed. 

Part ^ Ae ShA's quid pro quo for undertaking to 
protect Ae Gulf was U.S. acqmesoence io his wiA 
Aat U.S. nnlhaiy presence not intrude into the area 
but leave, its protection enAely to him. 

The United States Acmld have known Aon, as it 
has now niefnlly discovered, that it cannot safely 
assure Ae defense of our interests in a strategic area 
by providing a rqpresdve ruler of a developing 
nation wiA sophisticated weapons; instead, suA a 
del/^ation of power contributes to tiie idtimate 
doumfall of a nder suscqitible to megalomania. 

After Ae Shah was overthrown, America snd- 
denly found Ae Gulf oiq>Fotected, since the Kho- 
meini regime immediatmy set ab<mt destroymg 
Iran’s armed forces. Peihaps Ae Carter admiiustra- 
tion Aould have moved more pronq>tiy to intro- 
dnee American power and presence in Ae Gulf to 
replace Iran's, but it feared Aat any suA move 
would create additional ptrfitical problems. In any 
event, Ae United States most oow quiAly fill Ae 
vacuum, and that requires boA militaiy ai^ politi- 
cal initiatives. 

It goes wiAout saying Aat America Aould 
promptly estAlisb its military competence to cope 
vriA frirtber Soviet penetration in Ae Gulf area. 
The United. States Aould, witiiout delay ^ for time 
is T^dly numing agAist it — reinstate Selective 
Service, not only because a U.S. volunteer army is 
quite unfit for a serious strug^e, but becmise 
' nfttfiing would more strongly signal to the Russians 
and to its Arab friends Aat it is serious about 
rebuilding our military oompetenoe. in addftioa, it 
should rapidly expand U.S. airlift and naval 
strengA, establiA a permanent naval taA force m 
Ae Indian Ocean wiA equipment for marines m 
place, procure essential tase' facilhies in die area 
and proposition-supplies. 

While taking th^ long overdue emergency 
measures, Ae United States Aoidd at Ae same 
time, malre longer-term preparatK^ to ioqirove its 
ability to teqx:^ qinddy and effectively anywhere 
Aat its vital interests may be threatenecL BoA Aoit 
— and long-term measures are imperative, not only 
to enable it to cope wiA — and, hence, to deter — 
frirther Soviet mflhary adventures, but also to halt 
the deceiioration rsqudly eating away at md^>ens- 
able U.S. political relations wiA die key states of 
Aearea. 

Ecpially important are a second group of meas- 
ures Aat must be taken if Ae ofl oi Ae Gulf is to be 
protected: The liaited States must urgently repair 
its Aaky political relations that have bren pensoned 
by its role in Ae Arab-Israeli stnig^, b^use it 
cannot defend Ae eastern Aore of the Gulf wiAout 
Ae foil cocqieratioa of Ae Arab states on the west- 
ern shore. *1116 element of prime ggnifiranee is Ae 
Palestinian issue, wbkh Ai^ca can'oo kmger dare 
neglect 

Yet to cope wiA it, America AaD have to Aange 
its long-standing ^iproaA to Ae Arab-braeliprob- 
1cm. Tbe last time Ae United States insisted Aat 
Israel take account of America's naticwal interests 
wa^in 1956, vAen President Dwight Eisenhower, 
forced Israel to wiAdraw from .Ae Sinai land it had 
sdzed in coonectioa wiA Ae Suez affsir. Eversioce 
Aen, U.S. leaders have tended to acc^ teeTs 
percc^on of its own interests as Ae baA fw U.S. 
poUcy , payii^ little attention to the elements vital, to 
its own proqierity and 'secanityi . 

After the- -Axab^Israeli War, Ae Umted 
Nations Security Coondl ad^ted a lesoIntioA. Aat 
called for IsraeTs inAdmwal from.tte qc^ 
territories, but neiAer Ae'Kenne^, JcAnscm, 
fTtxon or Fordadministiations bad Ae political 
to see Aat it was carried out Now,-after 12 ye^ 


Ae Israeli army still continues its military oocupa- 
tioi over 1.5 million Palestinians in the West Bank 


and Gaza Strip. 

In Ae days before Middle Eastern became 
indi^>ensable to Ae non-Comraunlst world, 
Americans could afford to be careless about Arab 
sensitivities, but Aose days are long past. Today. 
Ae vitality of Western industrial sociaties requires 
dose working relations between Ae United States 
and the major Arab nations of Ae Gulf, not only to 
assure Ae flow of and to ease difficult strains on 

Ae worid monetary and financial structure, but to 
make possible an ^equate military defense of Ae 
area. 

This does not mean to suggest Aat Aat United 
States has not already expended vast finandai and 
political capital in seeking an Arab-Israeli settle- 
ment, but it has started at Ae wrong end. The 
Unit^ States has proceeded on the dubious 
assumption devised by Kissinger Aat, by gnawing at 
.a marginal aspect of the problem ~ Ae settlemeni 
wiA Egypt — it could gain momentum that would 
enable it to solve Ae difficult central problem of Ae 
West Bank and Gaza Strip; in oAer words, Ae 
Palestinian and Jerusalem issues. But, far from 
gaining momenram, by concencratiog on Egypt and 
the Sinai, Americans have only complicated the 
solution of Ae central problems. Not only has Ais 
country exhausted much of its bargaining leverage, 
but Ae Israelis are now encouraged to rerist any 
frirAer concessions in Ae belief Aat, wiA Ae neut- 
ralization of Egypt, Aey need no longer face a 
two-front war. 

Thus Americans have persistently chased Ae 
wrong rabbit, primarily because Aey have too often 
ignored Aeir own national interest, while letting 
Aemselves be guided by Ae demand of a succes- 
sion of Israeli governments shaped to advance their 
own Aon-term tactical advantages as Aey per- 
ceived Aem. As a result, Ae United States has 
overlooked Ae quite obvious Act Aat by promot- 
ing a settlement between Israel and Egypt, a minor 
factor in oil production, it has polarized Ae Arab 
world and thus prejuAoed its relations wiA Ae 
major <^-produdng states of Ae Gulf on which it 
most depend for its energy supplies. 

Only when Americans have fatally tadded Ae 
Palestinian problem, which necessarily requires 
that Aey bring Ae Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion into Ae discussions, can Aey possiUy aeate 
that dimate of trust and confidence prerequesite to 
Ae coc^eration needed to defend Ae Gulf area. 

The time is late, for Ae United States is at Ae 
moment seriously handicapped in mounting an 
adequate defense. Except for Egypt, which is a 
pariah in Ae Arab world, no Arab states are pre- 
pared to provide for UB. installations on Aeir ter- 
ritories, since Aat would make Aem, in Ae eyes of 
Aeir Arab neighbors, coUaboratois wiA a nation 
Aat has enabled Israel for Ae last 12 years to main- 
tain a colomalist militaiy domination over a Pales- 
tinian population almost half as large as its own. 
UB. acquiescence in -Israeli policy Is difficult to 
defend because Ae logic of Ae U.S. position is not 
apparenL Though American taxpayeis' money is 
now providing an annual subsidy to Israel amount- 
ing to Ae equivalent of $ 3,500 for every famfly of 
five in Am couiuiy, Ae Israeli government stiU 
insists on retaining and colonizing Ae West Bank 
and Gaza Strip, a policy Aat is not only self- 
destructive for Israel but that undermines 
America's interests throughout Ae area. 

The festerizig Palestinian problem not only 
inqiairs UB. relations vriA Ae key Arab states, it 
creates tensions that poison Ae relations of one 
Arab state whh anoAer, By sustaining ud stimulat- 
ing Ae FLO and pt^c^ violence, it tiireatens 
existing r^imes wiA r^Iacement by more radical 
elements. Thus, in Ae current state of tension and 
emotion, moderate nations are subject to retribu- 
tion and sobveisiai when they show too ixyidi 
friendsh^ for America. This is a state of a&irs 
Ae Unit^ States can no longer afford to neglect, 
yet it win diange only when Americans recognize 
fnmJk^ that th^ prime interest in Ae Middle F"*** 
is oil. That does not mean, of course, Aat they 
should in any way diminish U.S. oommiuncDt to 
defend Ae security of Israel, but, raAer. that A^ 
should concentrate on seeking ways and means to 
reconefle IsraeFs security.requirements wiA Fales-

His sentences are quick and staccato; they 
strike in bursts and trail off into nothingness, 
prompted at times by a question and at >«»*«■»« 
by no question at aU. 

** We' were trying to start up in 50 states aD 
at once ... Now money’s a problem, sure. But 
the press focused in on what was just horse ^ 
And out there it was just ragtime ... When we 
sta^d, it was three weeks before we even got 
a wire in ... and Td be here all day and into the 
night and it would be dark and Td never even 
know it — it was depressing in here — and 
finally 1 had to have window put in ... So 
we were going off in 50 directions at once — 
and gtang against the best switriiboard in the 
woild, and we couldn’ t even get a phone trire 
in the beginning ... It 'was'di happenizig to us 
at once.” 

One moment be is sitting bolt upright 
behind his desk and the next he is sloudied, 
staring at that window; his frame, always 
wel^taUored, is slim, younger ih»W lus 51 
years; his face leadiered and lined and con- 
siderably older, hardened perhaps by the 
times. He is Edward Kennedy’s ; brother 
in-law and campaign manager and he is pres- 
iding over a once-soaring effort that has 
plummeted. 

He knows that eventually blame will be 
cast. So rebuttals of defense come tumhling 
out before questions can be asked. Now and 
then he forces a quick, tight smile, but it 
dissappears almost as soon as it- airives. 
Oearly, he finds little humor in the politically 
hard times that have befallen .the survivix^ 
son of one of the great American political 
families. 

“It was all moving too quickly ... It wasn't 
as orderiy as you’d like ... He got over-, 
scheduled ... We overspent ... But from the 
outside, m tell you, iVs just a lot ctf ragtime.” 

Edward Kennedy is sdll out there in the 
ragdme — die political helter-skelter — a 
one nme front-runner -now struggling tp 
. make lus candidacy wdtk. But jostaconplet^. 
weeks ^o, it w'as not dear that this was the 
tack he would take.

It is the day after Iowa, and in the second 
fioor suite of the senior senator from Mas- 
sachusetts, the question is not how Edward 
Kennedy is going to resurrect his friling cam- 
paign for president, but whether be is even 
going to 

The debate has been day-long, Kennedy 
sitting in the easy chair in his inner office, his 
top advisers with him, a constant core with 
n ddrH starters floating in and out, as one of 
■ diem recalls. It is midafternoon ^^en Ken- 
nedy leaves for a vote on the Senate floor. In 
his absence, one of the eight advisers suggests 
a sort of sense-of-the-staff vote. Continue 
campaigning or quit? 

The vote is four to four. 

To understand the extent and comraitinent 
of the effort by which Kennedy is seeldng to 
revive his candidaQ’ it is important to knosf 
just how far the Kennedy campaign has fal- 
len, as viewed by the Kennedy inner drcte 
itself. The view . as pieced toother from 
interviews with Kennedy's adWsers, is to 
mtn’e discouraiung than has become public. 

For two days, after Kennedy’s crushing 
defeat in Iowa, the candidate conferred in his 
office and in his home with those who are 
dosest to him, both within and outside the 
official staff. They talked about what, if any- 
thing, co*.ild be done, and whether the effort 
should even be made. 

Meanwhile, at the Kennedy for President 
headquarters that has been fashioned out of 
the old Cadillac dealership on 22nd Street 
NW, there were similar meetings of other 
Kennedy campaign offidaJs, induding some 
who are long on expertise on campaigning 
but short on influence with Kennedy, and 
v/ho tiius were not really part of that highest 
coundl of deliberation. 

The canqiaigD is broke. Its prospects bleak.

Tlie proposed organization would 
decide on its own war risk premiums to be 
shared collectively by member-insurance 
organizations. 

The decision was made following last 
year’s annouacement by the giant Lloyds of 
London insurance firm dedaring the Gulf 
a war zone, and consequently increasing 
insurance premiums on ships sailing 
throu^ the Gulf region. 

Lloyds Insurance underwriters have 
since reversed the dedsion after severe 
critidsm from Gulf countries. 


Oman creates special fund 


BAHRAIN, Feb. 13 (R) — Oman has 
set up a spedal reserve fund backed 
mainly by income from crude oil exports, 
according to an offidai bulletin of the 
Central Bank of Oman received here. 

Fifteen per cent of the govemraenf s net 
oil revenues will be paid into the “state 
general reserve fund," created by a decree 
of Oman's ruler Sultan Qaboos Bin Said 
on Jan. I, the bulletin A1 Markazi said. 

At current Omani prices the oouatry 
earns about $ 9 million a day from its 
average daily export of 300.000 barrels of 
crude oil. 

Government surpluses at the end of 


each fiscal year, investment income from 
tile fund and any odier monies determined 
by Sultan Qalraos would also be paid in 
the fund. 

The autonomous fund may invest only 
m convertible and freely negotiable cur- 
rendes, gold, deposits or securities by 
governments or private institutions. 

The fund's resources may be used to 
finance &e state budget. It may also 
guarantee loans raised by the sultanate, 
according to the bulletin. 

The directorate-general of finance will 
<^erate tiie ^nd. 


Anglo-American buys rival shares 


LONDON, Feb. 13 ^R) — The world's 
big g est gold mining group, Anglo- 
American of South Africa, has secretly 
bought a major stake in a chief rival, the 
British-based Consolidated Gold Fields. 

The move, likely to bring political and 
commercial repercussions both in Britain 
and South Africa, was confirmed by 
Anglo-American. This company is 
headed by Harry Oppenheimer, one of 
the world's richest men. 


The Anglo-American statement saying 
it and an assodate company had effective 
control of 25 per cent of Consolidated's 
shares followed months of secret share 
buyii^. the purdiases must have cost 
around 1 50 "niniftn stwrlir^ ($ 345 million) 


There had been growing mystery over 
the buying, with Consolidated, fearing a 
surreptitious takeover, anxiously trying to 
identify the purdiaser.

Britain, Angola increase crude oil prices 


LONDON, Feb. 13 (R) — Hie British Pet- 
roleom Company said it was raising the price 
of tile oil it produces from Britain' s sector of 
the North Sea by $ 4 a barrel to $ 33.75, 
backdated to Feb. 8. 

The new price follows increases in the past 
two weeks by members of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Coaotries(OPEQ. 

A British petroleum spokesman said that$ 
33.75 a barrel was in line with prices diaiged 
by North African producers of crude oil simi- 
lar in quality to that from tiie North Sea. 

Industry sources said that they believed the 
state's British Naticmal Oil Corporation, 
(BNOC) whidi has been havii^ piice talks 
widi companies operating in the North 
Sea, is also likely to announce an increase of $ 
4 to $ 33.75 a barrel. 

The source said, however, that tiie gov- 
enimeat had been anxious to see that BNOC 
did not ^ear to its European eustomere as a 
“hawk'' leading the market in price increases. 

Angola raised the price of its Cabinda 
crude to $ 33.80 a barrel Tuesday in its sec- 
ond Steep oil price increase in three weeks. 

Angola rais^ its oil prices by nearly $ 6 a 
barrel on Jan. 25, but Tuesday added another 
$ 2 a bar^. 


The Angolan news agency ANGOP, in a 
telexed depatch to Reuters, said the second 
rise, effective from Feb. 1. had been decreed 
by tile countr>''$ oU industry but gave no 
further details.

The organization's total world refining 
eapadty was only a mere 7 per cent in 1978. 

Under the present condition, the member 
countries have become too vulnerable to the 
fluctuations of the world refined products 
market in particular to securing necessary 
products for their development efforts. Piet 
said. 

He said necessary steps must be taken to 
reduce the dependence on the world market 
situation.

But he acknowledged that some countries 
had expressed concern over the United States 
as a reliable supplier after President Ttnimy 
Carter suspended exports to the Soviet 
Union. 


“There should be no hesitation in saying to 
Japan, Soutii Korea, and Western Europe 
that their food supply remains as secure as ii 
always had been," he said.

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Iran still wants 
Shah extradited 



ATHENS, Feb. 13 (Agencies) — Iranian 
Foreign Minister Sadeq Ghotbzadeh Wed- 
nesday said his country’s original demand for 
the return of the former Shah in exdiange for 
the American hostages held in the U.S. 
embassy in Tehran remained undianged. 

** Our demands are legitimate and right and 
the Shah must be extradited," Ghotbzadeh 
said. 

He claimed that Iran's newly elected pres- 
.ident, Abholhassan Bani-Sa^, has denied 
diat he said the question of the hostages' 
release is no longer related to the Shah's 
extradition to Ir an. 

However, there was no indicatioa Bani- 
Sadr had repudiated statements made Tues- 
day in Tehran that Iran no longer 
the Shah's return as the price for freeing the 
SO Americans now held hostage in the 
embassy by militant students for over 100 
days. 

He told reporters after a meeting oi the 
Revolutionary Council -Tbesday ni^t that 
the former monardi’ s exoaditioo and the fate 
of the hostages should be treated as separate 
issues. 

"Ilfs not a question of our releasing the 
hostages and aUowing the Shah to enjoy his 
life," Bani-Sadr said. "The extradition of the 
Shah is a strategic issue for us." 

The Muslim students holding the hostages 
have said they will only release them if die 
ex-Sbah is extradited or if they are ordered to 
do so by revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini. 

Rhodesia’s 
whites- only 
election today 

SALISBURY. Feb. 13 ( AP) — The leader 
of Rhodeaa's dominant white party, Ian 
Smith, was to leave Wednesday for the 
United States on the eve of the country’s 
whites-only election. 

Smith's departure, for a speaking tour, 
si^gests his Rhodesia Front Par^ believes it 
will have no difiBculty mnnii^ the Thursday 
voting for 20 seats reserved for vdtites in the 
country’s independence parliament. 

Meanvdiile, five of the nine bladt parties 
contesting the main elections Feb. 27-29, 
renewed calls for the British governor to 
postpone the voting because of widespread 
political violence. 

The governor. Lord Soames, continued to 
rewt pressure for a delayl Soames, who 
already has nearly unlimited authority, Tlies- 
day assumed furtiier emeigeu^ powers that 
allow him to cancel the voting in any districts 
plagued by violence. Hiis power, in effect, 
dbenfrandiises voters in any such distria. 

Guerrilla leader Robert Mugabe, whose 
forces have been accused by Soames of being 
responsible for most of the violence since the 
Dec. 29 cease-fire, said the govemoi’s action 
was “ outrageously unconstitutional”. He 
repeated a threat to abandon the truce in the 
seven-year war. 

A group of 24 dissident members 
Mugabe's Zimbabwe African National 
Union announced they were supporting 
guerrilla leader Joshua Nkomo. Mu^be and 
Nkomo, who heads the Zimbabwe African 
People's Union, had been co-leaders of the 
Patriotic Front guerrilla alliance during the 
war. But Mugabe's ZANU dedded to cam- 
paign separately for the independence elect-' 
ions. 

The dissidents were members of a group 
impresoned in Mozambique for allegedy 
plotting to overthrow Mugabe as head of 
ZANU, whidi was based in Mozambique 
during the war. Eariier another dissidwt 
ZANU group midorsed the leader of one of 
the smaller blai^ parties. 

A qx>kesman for Smitii's party said he 
would return to Rhodesia a week before the 
Feb. 27 voting. Sn^ led the country in its 
break from Britain 15 years ago to avoid 
black rule, and w» the ardiitect of last year’s 
unsuccessful effort at an internal settlement 
with black leaders. 

Black majority rule elections were held last 
April , but were not recognized by the outside 
world because the Patriotic Front boycotted 
them and because whites retained veto power 
over important changes . Britain negotia’ted a 
cease-^ in the war during three-montiis of 
talks last year in London. Under the 
agreement whites were guaranteed 20 (tf 100 
seats in the new parliament and Britain 
resumed control of the colony until a new 
government is elected. 

In Addis Ababa, meanwhile, African fore- 
ign ministers ended six days of debate on 
Rhodesia without hammering out a common 
resolution. 

Oiganizaiion of African Unity spokesman 
Peter Onu told reporters that all hurdles had 
been overcome, but the OAU Council of 
Ministers would meet again to discuss the 
resolution and conference sources said 
several points still had to be settled. 

The debate was to have ended last Friday 
but the sources said it had been prolonged by 
the number of ministers wishing te spe^ and 
"*di^greeffleats between members of the 


Bani-Sa^ was quoted by the French news^ 
p^r Le Monde on Monday as saying the 
possibility of the hostages being handed over 
to the care of the government within a few 
days would be put to the revolutionary coun- 
cn and to IQiomeim. 

Council spokesman Hassan Habibi said die 
proposal was not discussed at Tuesday nigfaf s 
meeting at vriiicfa it was decided to postpone 
parliamentary elections for one week until 
Mardi 14 to allow candidates more rime to 
present themselves to the electorate. 

He said Bani-Sadr had not yet made any 
prr^osal for Ae transfer of Ae hostages from 
student control to elAer a Aird par^ or to 
the Iranian auAorities. 

The first possibility has been explored by 
United Nations Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim, while Ae second suggestion was 
raised by Bani-Sadr m Ae Le Monde mter- 
view. 

Asked wheAer Ae embassy students Ailed 
to reflect Ae revolutionary council, Bani- 
Sadr said Tuesday: “The dedaons of Ae 
revolutionary coundl must be carried out.” 

Meanwhile, Ae U.S. Smte department 
Tuesday imposed a temporary news blackout 
on its ^orts to gain Ae release of Ae hos- 
Ages. 

"At this point, official comment by Ae 
administration on each propos^ si^gestion 
or rumor Aat may be raised in general or 
specific terms from a variety of sources is 
neiAer necessary nor productive,” spokes- 
man Hodding Carter said.

Later he said the blackout could last hours, 
days or weeks.

Ambassador Mansour Faihang, said in an 
interview Aat Ae militants who seized Ae 
embas^ on Nov. 4 "had gone beyond Aeir 
catic.”
